William Matthews
quotes Schiller as saying that he read no more than
was necessury i foreign languages becanse it was
his business to write German, and he thought that
by reading other languages he should lose his nicer
pereeptions of what belonged to his own. But Ger-
man is not so composit a language as English. Many
writers from the time of Cieero, have remarked that
women speak their native tongue most purely hecause
they know no other. ““A man who thinks a knowl-
edge of Latin essential to the purity of English die-
tion.”" said Maeaulay, ‘either has never conversed
with an aceomplished woman or does not deserve to
have conversed with her.
